A RE VIE WOF THE TO WN CO UNCIL 
FOR THE YEAR 1002. 
It affords "us pleasure tor^s-ntto 
the reaiersof the News, and especially 
ie people of this town, a summary 
of the work accomplished by the city 
council for the year 1902. We take 
pride in the fact that the present 
incil, which was the council of 1902, 
has accomplished more and do c it on 
much less money than anv similar 
body of men that ever had Hi affairs 
of thjs town in charge. To pr ve this 
below we give the amount of money 
collected, the amount spent, the re- 
sults of the expenditure and tbebal 
as sbovHi in the settlement at the 
close of the year. 

On January 14tb, 1902, H. N. Miller, 
Treasurer for the town for the year 
1901, paid to Board 8353.56, collected 
from tax and other sources $1,131.46. 
Paid out $852.37 leaving a balance to 
the credit of the town for 1632.10. 

High street has been graded, stone 
and gravel placed thereon from Main 
street to west corner of town. Fort- 
street regraded and graveled from 
Market street to town limits. 

Guardian street reitraded, securing 
an excellent grade, aod graveled from 
Poverty Alley to the town limits on 
the north west. 
Half of Pleasant street has been put 
i good condition by regradingland 
asfiveling. 

The first alley from square on west 
side well graded and graveled, Frazer 
avenue regraded, a heavy grade reduc- 
ed, bridge rebuilt and put in good con 
dition and the entire street graveled. 

Main and Market streets have been 
improved and Pinkney Alley took a 
neater appearance. 

Quite a number of bridges and cul- 
verts were rebuilt and repaired and a 
number of crossings put in good con- 
dition. 

The town rubbish was removed 
promptly, weeds mowed; streetsclean- 
ed and the town kept In good condi- 
tion. v 

Many other things that cost money 
and essential to the well being of the 
town were done which we .do not men- 
tion, owing to limited space.
